The coach, drawn by sis hor»es, left 


North Creek (shortly after the arrival

train '-arried 4U or 50 passengers from 
New \ork and elsewhere bound for va- 
ritnih points in tlie Adirondack*. The 
pnsseiitivrs bound for Blue Mountain 
and Uatpiette hikes got aboard the 
coach, uud the- old lumbering vehicle 
pulled out of the little mountain ham 
let for the north.

the driver's sent was a sin,ill iron safe 
containing cash and cheeks belonging 
to the stage company, and iu the pock- 
et of the driver's co.it wa-s an envelope 
containing several hundred dollars be- 
longing to Aniiuuu Weddell of Hlue 
Mountain Luke, the principal stock- 
holder of the company. 


At North Ulver a short stop was 


made. From that point north the stum1 
road leads through a wild country, 
wiih the Adirondack1-; rising on either 
side. Just n« the coach was rounding 
Coon hill a man masked and with u 
pistol drawn jumped out of a clump of 
bu<lics and ordered the driver to stop. 
Tlie driver thought it was some guide 
or tourist trying to have fun with him 
and paid no nttcutlon to the highway- 
mail's demand.

you." was tin- next order of the man. 


Still tlie driver paid no attention lo 


him. nnd a jii«tol cracked four times in 
rapid succeshioii. One of the leaders of 
the team ol* horses dropped in his 
tracks dead. Three others were wound- 
ed to such nn extent that they were 
rendered list-less for the work they 
were being I't-il for. and the stage came 
to a ijuick stop.

P-y this time the passengers were In a 


pnnic. Hut, ;u-cording to the accounts 
brought here, the driver never lost his 
head for a moment, lie remembered 
that he had :i very respectable amount 
of cush iu his pocket belonging to the 
company or one of its directors, and, 
leaping front his box, he dashed into 
the woods hy the side of the road and 
threw the envelope contauiiug the mon- 
ey into a tliu-ket.

People in general have beeu content 


to look upon the Indian's adornment of 
his head with eagle feathers and hia 
face with paint as marks of personal 
deeoratiou inspired by vanity and a 
savage taste, different only iu. degrea 
from what is sometimes witnessed 
nmoiig highly civilized peoples. 
But 


the fact is that in preference to the lit- 
ter custom, for instance, every paint 
mark on an Indian's face has a sort of 
heraldic meaning, implying not only 
the honors won by the brave in person, 
hut representing also the claims of his 
family and race to distinction. In other 
words, what is shown among more cul- 
tured communities by coats of arms, 
orders and decorations' is depicted by 
the Indian on his face by means of pig- 
ments. 


Scientists are now engaged, among 


other novel investigations concerning 
the North American Indian, in compil- 
ing a record of the armorial, or, rather, 
facial, bearings of certain celebrated 
chiefs, and it is said to bo fascinating 
work. One renowned warrior, for in- 
stance, will have his lip painted a cop- 
per red. This is found to indicate that 
his tribe was once in possession, of 
huge- mines,, of copper. Another indi- 
vidual will have his forehead adorned 
with a painting of a certain fish, thua 
implying that he or his people are re- 
nowned for prowess in catching fish. 
The same distinguished person some- 
times wears a disk of pearl in addition 
to his paint mask. This, by its shim- 
mering radiance and its form, implies 
that he is descended from the moon, 
In the sense that the goddess of night 
IB one of his ancestors. 


The fact that the Indian has no con- 


ception. of perspective seriously handi- 


j caps the success of his efforts at pic- 


torial art. Indeed the Indian limner 
merely aims to show the most charac- 
teristic portion of the object he at- 
tempts to depict unless he be a tnan 
of great attainment, in which case he- 
divides or dissects the subject of hia 
picture and represents the whole by its 
purls, the latter bring arranged en- 
tirely irrespective of the natural se- 
qiienco.

As the bird in the rear 
grabbed the bone he let out a hoarse yell, 
precisely like laughter, jeering, taunting 
laughter. I could hear them, as they flew 
across the bay from Ketchikan, laughing 
nud laughing as they wont.

How Hriu Wa* to Capture- America.

brows. Ou the cheeks are painted the 
paws in a position as though they 
were raised to the mouth in the man- 
ner conventional in Indian carvings. 


The dogfish painted in red on the 


face designate*, the members of au en- 
tire tribe. 
On the foreheads of the 


members of this tribe is painted the 
long, thin snout. The gills are repre- 
sented by two curved linos below the 
oyes, while the tail is shown as cut in 
two and hanging from each nostril. 
Only one or two parts of an animal 
painted on an Indian's face indicate 
that he is of inferior position. The en- 
tire symbol, no matter in what form 
presented, is biguificant of lofty sta- 
tion and high honors. 


Tbe facial heraldry of the Indian 


may he said to be unique not alone in 
the method of representation employ- 
ed, hut in the subjects selected. These

Will Grant New Company Privilege 


or Building Dock* at Bereliuveu, 
Ireland—Fa»t Skip* Will Be'Built 
lu l^iiKluud. 


London. Aug. 15.—The" house of 


lords took an unusual step in suspend- 
in}: the sessional order with the ob- 
ject of passing on its second reading 
the bill granting special powers to 
build a pier and other works at Bere- 
liuveu. in Bautry bay. Ireland, in con- 
nection with the proposed fast steam- 
ship line from Berebaven to the United 
States, by whicb, it Is hoped, the voy- 
age'will be accomplished in 4V_ dajs. 
The bill has already passed'the house 
of commons. 


Lord James of Hereford remarked 


that such great public Interests were 
concerned that the government desired 
to pass the bill at the present session. 
Lord James, who is chancellor of the 
duchy of Lancaster, added that the 
promoters desired to construct harbor 
works with the object of inaugurating 
a Hue of steamers to the United States. 
The steamers will be built iu (.treat 
Britain and will accomplish the voy- 
age In 4Vi ilays. The assent of the ad- 
miralty officials, who «re constructing 
naval works at Berehaveu, hud been 
given for the building of the proposed 
works on the foreshore. 


Excitement In Shipping Ctrt>l*e*. 
Considerable excitement has 
been 


caused in shipping circles here by the 
plans for the now transatlantic service 
mentioned iu the house of lords. The 
shippers have, been taken somewhat 
by surprise. They generally express 
the opinion that the projected line will 
be equipped with turbine engines. 


It is understood that the enterprise 


Includes an express line across south- 
ern Ireland and a channel ferry con- 
necting directly with the Croat West- 
ern railway for London. The cost of 
the Berebaven harbor works and the 
railroad will be £!»00,UO() GKOOO.OtJO). 


The harbor bill is the work of an 


Irish electric railroad company pro- 
moted by Mr. S. G. Frazer, an en- 
gineer of Dublin. The^ design^ appeal- 
to be in their Initial stages. No date 
has yet beeu announced for the be 
ginning of the work. It is understood 
that some American capital has been

.Experience ot a Traveler White 


Through 'flint Country. 


"I hud a rather uuhappy experience 


once," said a traveler, "but it was at a 
time when my nerves could not stand a 
great deal, kud the bhock was no surprise 
to mo. I was really happy when I found 
that my e^es had played me no trick aud 
that the tluags about me were real 
things. I had journeyed down into Mex- 
ico for thu purpose of spending some! 
time. 
The trip was partly a business 


trip and partly for such pleasure as I 
could get out of an experience in a coun- 
try thnt was new to me. I ought to say 
here that I had never been in a tropical 
country. My life had been spent in tho 
north, and whatever I knew about many 
of the forms of life iu tropical sections 
was altogether theoretical. I had merely 
read about many of the things, but *I 
learned afterward that there were many 
things I had never- dreamed of even in 
moments when my mind was inclined to 
conjure with the horrors of uneven sleep. 
Well, I found myself in Mexico. 
I was 


in the wilds of Mexico, and that where 
one could find but few of the comforts 
known to the more advanced ways of liv- 
ing. 
I stopped with an old Mexican oa« 


night, u:>d he put me iu a dumpy little 
room off to myself. I slept on the floor, 
or, rather, I started to sleep on the floor, 
and it \\as a dirt floor at that. I coiled 
up ou a mattress made of some light ma- 
terial. I had just closed my eyes when I 
felt something scramble rapidly over my 
forehead. It started me a bit, but I kept 
cool ami still to see if it would happen 
again. 


It happened in less time than it takes 


to tell it. This thing kept up until the 
experiment was disorganizing my nerves 
and I could stand it no longer. I got up 
and started out, and I felt the same 
thing happening to my feet. Partly pan- 
ic stricken, I rushed into the room of the 
old Mexican. "Something in yonder," I 
said, pointing toward my room. He took 
in the situation nt once and assured me 
that it was all right. He struck a light 
and went to the room with me to assure 
me that there was no danger. When I 
got buck to my room, J. was paralyzed. 
Crawling over the walls of the hut and 
scampering over the floor, over the mat- 
tress on which I had lain aud running 
here and there and everywhere, was a 
perfect army of lizards of all sizes, ages 
and varieties. 1 told the Mexican to 
leave me the light and that I would occu- 
py the room for the night. And bo I did. 
But I did not sleep, for I did not want 
the lizards, however harmless and com- 
panionable they might be, to convert my 
face and forehead into a promenade. 
This wound up my experience in Mexico, 
and I scampered over the border as soon 
as possible, and since/that time the wild-

"lla\e you any idea how much money 


is lost iu the street cars of this town.?" 
o.ked a street railway conductor of a re- 
porter the other day after he had picked 
up a dime and stowed it in au inside 
pocket. "Well, there's a lot of it, and 
no one knows it better than we conduct- 
ors. Hunting for coins on the bottom 
of my car Is one of the tegular grafts, 
and any other conductor who has been in 
the business long enough to get his eyes 
open is ou the same lay. 


"Last year I made up my mind to put 


away every cent I found iu my car in an 
old iron bank I had at home for the 
benefit of my youngster. I kept stowing 
the coins away and at the end of the 
year I had $6.07. Of course that's uot n 
barrel of moaey, but it'a a right nice 
pick up for a conductor. The biggest 
find I made that year was a 50 cent 
piece. From that the coins ran all the 
way down to a cent. In the winter time 
the pickings »re especially good, for then 
every one has on gloves, and coins «lip 
from the fingers to the floor without the 
owner's knowing it. The only way to 
be sure you have all the money is to 
pick up the gratings on the floor. I do 
that every night as regularly as I eat my 
EUpper. 


"Now, I've figured it out that if I find 


?0 in one year it's very likely that the 
other conductors average somewhere near 
that sum, t&raybe mojc, maybe less. 
There are several thousand conductors in 
Greater New York, so that it's safe to 
*ay that at least $15,000 or $20,000 is 
annually dribbled into the floors of street 
cars by the passctigers. In this estimate 
1 don't include large sums, which are 
sometimes lost in. wallets or purses. A 
conductor is expected to turn these in nt 
the oflice, and about all of them do. But 
the nickels and dimes and quarters ara 
legitimate pickings, and we nil have our 
eyes peeled lor them."— New York Sun.
